Gone Duck Hunting With 

Local Men. 

A drowning tragedy occurred 
at Strawberry Lake, thirty miles 
south of Pincher Creek, on Mon¬ 
day morning when Ernie Del- 
Puppo, 30, of Calgary and guest 
of Mr .and Mrs. Bert McEwen, 
was the victim. His mother re-' 
sides at Nelson. 

Deceased, in company with 
Mr. McEwen and the latter’s 
son, Larry, and Mr. Earl Bowen, 
had left early Monday morning 
to go duck hunting. They drove 
as far as Strawberry Lake where de¬ 
ceased, filled with excitement at 
being on his first duck hunting 
trip, stopped the car and sug¬ 
gested they seek birds in that 
vicinity. His r more experienced 
companion* suggested that 
there were too many mudliene in 
that spot and that they go fur- 
iher on. However he was per¬ 
mitted to get out of the par and 
see if he could raise some birds. 
He gave Mr. McEwen some of. 
his personal effects such as his 
car keys, cigarettes, etc. before 
leaving and with his gun and 
dog set off. He was last seen 
wading waist deep in the slough. 
Two shots were heard and 
shortly after the dog returned 
alone. Deceased was expected 
back momentarily following the 
dog’s arrival and his continued 
absence caused alarm. A search 
was immediately started and 
when no trace could be found 
of him a telephone call from a 
farm house nearby brought the 
R.C.M.P to the scene. Dragging 
operations were started at ap¬ 
proximately 10.30 a.m. and con¬ 
tinued until dark.

Indians Find Pemmican Edible 
After Being Buried 100 Years 


GEMS OF THOUGHT 


ALBERTA'S Indians still make 
pemmican, from the meat of 
deer, moose and elk, but they 
can't make it last as long as the 
"loaves'' of pemmican buried on 
the hilltops of Alberta more 
than a hundred years ago. 

This summer, farmers near Butte 
found several chunks of the old 
pemmican on fresh breaking, and its 
description tallies identically with 
that of pemmican we found on new 
breaking in the Paddle Valley, about 
100 miles northwest of Edmonton, 
some 20 years ago. The pieces are

Indians near Rocky Mountain f 
House, where this latest pemmican , 
was unearthed, say it is buffalo meat i 
which was pounded by the squaws 1 
into a mince-meat, then rolled tight- I 
ly in hide and buried about a foot > 
below the ground, where the Indians 1 
hoped to dig it up again if ever their ] 
food supplies ran low. 

Even the oldest Indians around j 
Butte have forgotten how their fore- i 
fathers cured this meat in such a ■ 
way that it has remained fresh and ( 
unspoiled all these years. The secret 
of that curing process, they say, was 1 
lost slightly over a hundred years 
ago. 

The old pemmican is hard, but can 1 
be cut with a knife, and has been ) 
buried so long that the hide had ' 
blended with the meat. A hungry 
person could still boil it and obtain 
a reasonably fresh meal. 

Alberta Indians still make pemmi- { 
can from wild meat dried in strips, } 
with wild berries pounded into it. ( 
‘When dried in the sun, it keeps in¬ 
definitely. But even the natives are j 
puzzled by the rediscovery of pemmi¬ 
can that has kept wholesome while 
buried longer than the oldest redman 
can remember.—J.W., in The Family 
Herald.

Saving Plays It Safe 

A familiar October activity is brewing once again 
and we are now hearing and reading a lot about Can¬ 
ada Savings Bonds. The government has announced 
its plans to issue a third series of this popular savings 
instrument, keynoting its campaign with the slogan: 
“Play Safe - Save Now." 

Saving money is one activity which contradicts the 
old adage about anticipation being better than realiza¬ 
tion. A godd many of us have found in the past that, 
while investing in bonds didn’t sound like the most ex¬ 
citing pastime in the world at the beginning, there 
was quite a kick a few months later in the realization 
that our little nest egg had grown to interesting pro¬ 
portions. The most reluctant of us had to be practical¬ 
ly dragooned into buying bonds as a patriotic gesture 
seven or eight years ago but now it would seem that 
most of us are very glad we were. Because now we 
have the savings habit and it is not nearly as hard to 
keep that habit going as it was to acquire it in the first 
place. 

The world will probably keep spinning on its aiis 
whether we save money or whether we don’t. But it 
doesn’t require a chartered accountant to tell us that 
we are playing it save when we save our money, par¬ 
ticularly in these days of high prices. A good thing to 
remember is that, as the margin of money available 
for saving decreases, the need for saving increases.

Night Classes 

Winter will soon be with us and curling and hock¬ 
ey will be in full swing. However many of our citizens, 
while enjoying witnessing these sports, do not take an 
active part. 

What then ia left to absorb their interest and energy?

What about night classes in wood and leather work, do¬ 
mestic science, mining? In the school to-day we have an elec¬ 
tric stove, refrigerator, cupboards, various types of saws all of 
which stand idle because there are insufficient funds to engage 
teachers in these branches of endeavor. The equipment in the 
schools could be put to work in the interests of the community 
with a little effort. All that is required is organization of the 
interested parties. It wont require too much money to finance 
the classes. 

Young men have been encouraged during the past few 
years to study mining. Possibly some are having difficulty 
with mathematics and night classes could be the answer to 
their prayers as they seek to improve their training for respon¬ 
sible jobs in the future. 

A real effort should be made to put both the equipment in 
the school to work in the interests of those ratepayers who 
would find interest and profit from it and every effort should be 
made to determine how many young men would care to attend 
mining classes and if sufficient get the classes started with 
qualified teachers who would derive pleasure in helping their 
fellowman climb the ladder of success. 

Hospitalization 

As the C. N. P. Municipal Hospital construction slowly 
progresses towards completion the attention of more and more 
Pass ratepayers is being drawn to the subject of hospitalization. 

Reading hospital statistics on a national scale recently it 
was with some surprise we learned that 28% of all hospital ac¬ 
counts are uncollectable. We asked an official of the Dept, of 
Health the reason for such a high percentage and this was his 
reply: 

“The average individual never expects to be sick. He puts 
aside for the grocer, the butcher, the baker but never a cent for 
hospitalization. The result is that when sickness comes he im¬ 
mediately seeks the facilities and help which only a hospital 
possesses. Gone is the thought of whether or not he can pay 
for this hospitalization, the only thing that matters is to regain 
health. The hospital in turn has to admit this patient. Days 
and oft times weeks pass before the patient is ready for home. 
In the meantime the hospital bill is mounting. That in a nut¬ 
shell is the reason why there is such a high per centage of un- 
collectable accounts.” 

The above is true. Few put mone» aside for hospitaliza. 
tion. A number take out sick and accident insurance. The 
Blue Cross plan, which has been approved by the province, 
seeks to aid both the patient and the hospital by enrolling 
thousands of citizens into its organization so that hospitaliza¬ 
tion can be within the reach of all in respect to being able to 
pay for hospital services rendered. 

Health is too precious to be so callously ignored. The in. 
dividual should recognize this fact and act for its protection.

RECOGNITION GRANTED 
DISPLACED PERSONS UPON 
FULFILMENT OF OBLIGATION 

Almost 100 percent of the in¬ 
itial group of Immigrants 
brought to Canada about a year 
ago under the Displaced Persons 
movement, have faithfully ful¬ 
filled their agreement with the 
Canadian Government to re¬ 
main In the field of employment 
for which they were selected, 
for periods of 10 months to a 
year. 

In recognition of fulfilment 
of their obligations, certificates 
are being issued to all Displaced 
Persons upon completion of 
their periods of agreed employ¬ 
ment. 

Possession of this certificate 
will leave the owner free to en¬ 
gage in any occupation he may 
wish. However, a large percent¬ 
age of these workers have found 
conditions so much to their 
liking in the industries in 
which they have been employed 
that they have signified their 
intentions of continuing in the 
same lines of endeavor. 

Any Displaced Person who 
does not receive his certificate 
within a short time of the com¬ 
pletion of his undertaking, may 
write to the Deputy Minister. 
Department of Labour, Confed¬ 
eration Building, Ottawa, On¬ 
tario, giving information as to 
his present address and place 
of employment. If, on receipt of 
this information, it is establish¬ 
ed that he is entitled to a cer¬ 
tificate, it will be mailed from 
the Deputy Minister’s office. 

In the case of all Displaced 
Persons whose address is known, 
certificates will be mailed di¬ 
rect .upon confirmation from 
the employer that the period 
of employment has been com¬ 
pleted. Co-operation between 
the field staff of the Depart¬ 
ment of Labour and local offices 
of the National Employment 
Service will be maintained in 
securing confirmation from em¬ 
ployers.
